Famed W ild-W est Bandit 
W as Born’in New York 
Hilly the Kid, one of the most 
famous outlaws of the Southwest, 
was born in New York city Novem­ 
ber 23, 1859. 
His real name was 
William II Bonney and he was the 
son of William H and Kathleen Bon­ 
ney. 
In 1862 the family moved to 
Coffeyville. Kan , where the father 
died. 
The mother, with her two 
children, moved to Colorado, where 
she married a man named Antrim. 
About 1865 the family moved to 
Santa Fe, N. M., and in 1868 to 
Silver City. N. M. 
The boy had some schooling, but 
by the tune he was 12 years old he 
had become a frequenter of saloons 
and gambling places and an adept 
at card?. 
When 15 years old he 
quarreled With his stepfather and 
left home. 
Almost at one* he em­ 
barked on a criminal career and 
when he was 21 years old he had 
slain more than a score of men and 
had shot his way out of jail repeat­ 
edly. In July. 1881, Sheriff Bat Gar­ 
rett. of Lincoln county, in New Mex­ 
ico, beat Billy to the draw and end­ 
ed his career. 
Garrett, who had 
been elected for the sole purpose 
cf ridding New Mexico of Billy, had 
captured him once and lost hun 
when the Kid, under sentence cf 
death, alew two guards and fled the 
jail. 
Garrett traced hon to the vicinity 
of Fort Sumner, The two men met 
with pistols in a darkened room. 
Garrett (Ired first.

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WAR IN THU NEAH EAST 
Ambassador Joe Kennedy, hom e from Lon­ 
don, is frankly pessimistic about peace pros­ 
pects. He says he expects the European war 
lo break out in earnest within tw o months. 
From present indications 
the outbreak 
might come sooner. And there arc new, sur­ 
prising factors in the situation. Stagnation 
continues in the middle war zone, where vast 
armies of trench and German troops lace 
each other, but there is growing activity 
mound the edges. The Russo*fin n ish front is 
one edge ut active combat at the top of Eu­ 
rope, Recent m oves suggest that there will 
soon tie another, no less spectacular and on a 
broader scale, at the bottom o f the continent 
where Russia touches Asia. And hostilities 
might start at any tune til between these e x ­ 
tremities, in the Balkans. 
The situation in Asia Minor and thence 
uuth and eastward is especially interesting. 
Turkey, determined to protect the Dardan­ 
elles and her Black Sea and Caucasus bor- 
dors, is now linked wit Ii Britain, France and 
the Arab nations for the general defense of 
the N ear I-ast. Friendly ira«j and Iran arc 
determined to safeguard their independence. 
France is set to protect Syria. Britain guards 
Egypt, the Sue/. Canal and Afghanistan, her 
louies to India. 
They make a powerful group ol Allies, who 
may strike across the northern border to 
cripple Russia by taking her oil Holds around 
Baku on the Caspian Sea. T hey may seize 
naval control ot the Black Sea to checkmate 
Russia and protect the Pkilkans by water. It 
looks like a bold plan to stop the Russian 
giant lief orc lie goes any I art her, and at the 
same tim e push the encirclement of Ger­ 
many,

detailed reports of governm ental agencies.” 
Nearly half of the companies carrying on 
research compile periodic reports on the out­ 
look for their industry, and alm ost as many 
compile data on the prospects of business in 
general. 
Add to all this the research ut special pri­ 
vate agencies and of governmental bodies, in 
almost countless fields, and then add all the 
research being done in the colleges for vari­ 
ous purposes, and surely it m akes a body of 
work, cost and headaches such as the world 
never saw before. 
Maybe it s necessary. On the other hand, 
may la* millions of us would 
bo happier, 
healthier and just as well off otherw ise if we 
av cd ourselves about half this labor of com­ 
piling. distributing and reading so many mil­ 
lion reports. 


FOR GREATER JUSTICE 
An interesting bit of cooperation is being 
tried out in a midwestern city for the purpose 
of improving the adm inistration of justice. 
Judges of the local courts, bar association 
com m ittees and newspaper men arc working 
together to disclose faults and suggest reme­ 
dies. 
Frankness prevailed at the first meeting. 
A lawyer reminded the group that m any citi­ 
zens have become severely critical of the 
work of the courts. 
A judge stressed the 
duty of newspapers to be "so careful in writ­ 
ing of the courts that they do not cause the 
public tu lose faith in them .” An editor stated 
the newspapers’ willingness to cooperate in 
any plan that would improve the adm inistra­ 
tion of justice, but added that the press must 
continue to report true conditions even if 
they m ight bring the bench and bar into 
disrepute. 
The public s iuith in the c o m b depends 


less on what newspapers say about them than 
how lawyers and judges conduct trials and 
j how much real justice they achieve. 
If a 
court is doing a good job, unfair criticism 


I would not hurt it. If it is doing a bad job, 
the newspapers’ silence would not make 
things any better.

Flight From Central Europe 
After Grab of Austria 
Cited aa Factor. 


WASHINGTON.—Adm usion of 82.- 
998 im m igrants to tho United States 
n the fiscal y ear 1939. the largest 
num ber since 1931. was reported by 
Im migration Com m issioner Ja m es 
L Houghteling. 
"It is necessary,” Mr. Houghtel­ 
ing said, "to call attention to the 
phenomenon of a steady increase in 
imm igration from central E urope 
<nnce the G erm an annexation of 
Austria in M arch, 1938. 
The in­ 
crease of quota im m igration from 
27,762 in 1937 to 62.402 in 1939 has 
been largely attributed to the p re s­ 
sure imposed by certain European 
governments to drive into exile ele­ 
m ents of their population uncon­ 
genial to the ruling group.” 
The num ber of non-im m igrants 
adm itted in 1939 w as 185.333, com ­ 
pared with 184.802 the year before. 
‘Flood of Visitors’ Denied. 
"This very sm all increase in the 
num ber of visitors, transients and 
resident 
aliens 
returning 
from 
abroad," the com m issioner com ­ 
mented. "is clear e v i n c e th at sen­ 
sational stories appearing in new s­ 
papers and m agazines that floods of 
alien visitors are being adm itted to 
this country on any sort of excuse 
are not based on cold facts.” 
Of the 82.998 im m igrants adm itted 
43.450 were Hebrew s, 6.708 Italians, 
5.524 Germ ans, and 5 076 B ritish. 
After G erm any and Austria, the 
principal sources 
of im m igration 
were Canada, Italy, Poland 
and 
Czechoslovakia. 
C anada’s total of 
10.501 was the sm allest for three 
years. 
Of im m igrants 
adm itted 44.474 
were listed as having no occupation. 
Com m ercial and skilled labor cate­ 
gories led among the others, im m i­ 
gration of laborers being only a third 
as great as the num ber which em i­ 
grated from the United States in 
the sam e period. 
Rush Early ta the Tear. 
Admission of im m igrants from 
G erm any and A ustria in 1939 ex­ 
reeded the quota for the year be­ 
cause there was a rush in the first 
few months of th at year of aliens 
with 
1938 
visas—valid 
for 
four 
m onths after the date of issue— 
while the whole 1939 quota w as is­ 
sued in the first IO months of the 
year. 
A total of 6.498 aliens applying 
for entry were debarred, 8.202 w ere 
deported under w arran t and 9,590 
adjudged deportable were allowed 
to depart at their own expense. 
Of 
ihe deportees 1,638 were crim inal 
aliens. 
Deportation is becom ing 
m ore difficult since foreign countries 
are becoming unwilling to accept 
the return of their own citizens. 
"There is a reason,” Mr. Hough­ 
teling declared, 
"to believe th a t 
m any deportations w ill be prevent­ 
ed during the com ing fiscal y ear for 
this reason and because of the in­ 
creasingly 
unsettled 
conditions 
abroad." 
In 1939 it was found impossible 
to deport 345 aliens for whom w ar­ 
rants had been issued. 


Germany to Rub Its Nose

BERLIN.—Com fort to millions of 
G erm ans suffering in zero cold w as 
• ffercd today by the new spaper Lo- 
kalanzeiger. 
First, the paper advised against 
the use of hot alcoholic drinks. 
• D runks" freeze easily, the paper 
warned. 
On the positive side the new spaper 
advised: 
1. Rub the bodily extrem ities, such 
as the nose. 
2. lf the nose turns red or blue 
rub it vigorously with snow, if there 
is any snow. 
3. Keep moving. 
4. Inure hands and feet to re sist 
the cold by im m ersing them a lte r­ 
nately in hot and cold water, then 
rubbing them with cam phor.

Rutherford said th at while rid ­ 
ing along the w ater’s edge he 
sighted a large drum fish caught 
in the surf and struggling to get 
into deeper w ater. 
He alighted 
from his horse, he said, clubbed 
the fish with the riding crop and 
brought it ashore. 
Rutherford really is an unusual 
fisherman.

- Motor-1 
isis pasting through Robertson coun­ 
ty often shake their heads and think 
that farmers there don’t know much 
about farming—but they do. 
There are more crooked rows in 
those fields than in any other sec­ 
tion of the United States. Many of 
the farms have taken on semblances 
of quilt patterns, and from the air 
they look like coats of many colors, 
ititched at the seams by sinuous ter­ 
riers. 
But while they appear most un­ 
orthodox, these farms are the farms 
of tomorrow. The men who till the 
toil on them can plow a straight fur­ 
row, but they have learned that the 
day of the straight row hat passed. 
Contour rows ara far superior. Not 
only do they help conserve the soil, 
but they make the land more pro­ 
ductive. 
IT. 8. Sponsors Project. 
A new fashion for rows, small 
grains, pastures and legumes has 
been introduced here by engineers 
and farm planners who are direct­ 
ing operations on a conservation 
demonstration project covering 30,- 
000 scree. The project is being spon­ 
sored by the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, which estab­ 
lished a special area here two years 
ago. 
J. E. Bradfute, acting area con­ 
servationist, said surveys revealed 
that SO per cent of the farm income 
in this section was derived from 20 
per cent of the land. 
"Our job,” said Bradfute. “is to 
utilise the other 80 per cent.” 
On the basis of scientific studies, 
and after a sufficient number of 
farmers within the area had agreed 
to allow their farms to become prov­ 
ing 
grounds, 
the 
project 
was 
launched in August, 1837. 
Farm planning on the project is 
based fundamentally on a four-year 
crop rotation system, which embod­ 
ies proper use of the land and ero­ 
sion control practices. 
It is car­ 
ried out largely through a system 
of “atrip cropping” aided by sys­ 
tematic terracing. 
Tradition la Broken. 
Strip cropping does things to a 
farm to make it appear unusual, and 
aa an agricultural practice it has 
had to overcome natural opposition 
and win its way on its worth. 
Most farms throughout the nation 
are divided into fields with little at­ 
tention being paid to the lay of the 
land and farmed within the fences. 
An axample of how the strip crop­ 
ping method brings three or four 
crops into one field at the same time 
is demonatrated in a 66-acre tract 
owned by J. L. Head. 
Until his farm became a part of 
the demonstration, Head, usually 
planted or seeded the field to one 
crop, mainly because it had at some 
time in the past been enclosed by 
fences. Today that field is divided 
into a series of strips that have been 
liid off in relation to the contour of 
the land. 
Last season. Head harvested to­ 
bacco from six strips. Barley came 
from another atrip. Next to the bar­ 
ley plots were strips of meadow­ 
land, which will become rye grass 
rn the next rotation. 
By 1841. the 
preient small gram strips w ill have 
been made meadow strips and ready 
for another row crop—either corn 
or tobacco.

The scene of one of the bloodiest 
battles in the history cf New Eng­ 
land* early Indian wars, the Great 
Swamp fight of 1675, In Rhode Is­ 
land, ha* been opened for sightseers 
by CCC workers. The Great Swnmp 
fight was unusual because the Colo­ 
nists attacked the Indians instead 
of vice versa, says the National 
Geographic society. 
Several hun­ 
dred casualties made this one of 
the bloodied battles of Colonial New 
England, a* a thou; and men from 
four colonies stalked the Indians to 
their winter camp, attacked the 
hideaway In the swamp, set fire to 
600 wigwams and scattered the In­ 
dians into the wilderness.

Chile has a population of 4,600.000, 
or approximately that of Massachu­ 
setts, on an area more than 34 times j 
that of Massachusetts. 
It supplies 
all the world's natural nitrate, as j 
well as 90 per cent of the iodine. : 
almost half the borax and 18 per 
cent of the world's copper. 
It borders the southern Pacific 
coast of South America running al­ 
most north and south for 2.62 < miles, 
and varies in width from 105 to 223 
miles. Inland it is bounded by the 
lofty crest of the Andes, the back­ 
ground of all Chilean panoramas and 
possessed of vast Waterpower. 
lf Chile occupied the same latitude 
in the northern hemisphere it would 
extend from the latitude of Jamaica 
through Cuba. Florida, the rest of 
the United States and Canada to 
the southern shores of Hudson bay, 
says the National Geographic soci­ 
ety. 
With the varied climate thus 
afforded. Chile has widely diversi­ 
fied scenery and economic interests. 
Frequent dust storms, mirages 
and often frost at night feature the 
hot. arid section of northern Chile, 
which for many years has furnished 
most of the country’s revenue.

Not Limited to Surface’ 
What is a road? 
Motorist*, de 
spite their constant use of highway! 
might have a difficult time answer 
lng that question. 
Evidence indicates that the aver­ 
age motorist considers a road, from 
the standpoint of construction cost. 
is a slab of surfacing material over 
?hich he drives his car. 
He Ig­ 
nace* the elements represented in 
the riOht-of-way and the establish­ 
ment of grades and laying of base 
materials. 
The fundamental factors are fairly 
permanent; in other words, not sub­ 
ject to destruction nor to mainte­ 
nance and replacement costs. The 
right-of-way, for instance, is paid 
for once and then may be forgotten. 
If the grade is established to con­ 
form to official standards—and it 
must be if it is partially financed 
by federal aid funds—then it, too, is 
subject to but a single initial cost. 
With road experts making enor­ 
mous progress in their efforts to 
salvage base materials, about the 
only factor which is subject to de­ 
terioration and wear is the actual 
surface. 
If the motorist thinks of 
this feature as the entire road, he 
may get a false impression of the 
longevity of the highway which he 
builds, although modern expensive 
surfaces do show vastly improved 
durability. 
In connection with their advocacy 


I of a better comprehension of what 
actually constitutes a road, highway 
officials would have another aspect 
of highway life more thoroughly un­ 
derstood. 
It is that relating to the 
effect of traffic upon surface de­ 
struction. 
The most searching of 
all investigations conducted by fed­ 
eral scientists reveal that it is not 
the service it is called upon to ren­ 
der so much as the climatic condi­ 
tions which it must resist that de­ 
termines the degree of maintenance 
that a given highway will require.
